First Convocation Held YcBtorilay- 
Election of Senate llepresenta- 
tives— Interestinsr Discussion. 



Appointment of a Conimittee to Cou-^ 
eider Suggested Anieudments 
to tlie Charter. 



The inauguml stiktutory coii'-^f^^tioii of 
the University of Britisli C oiumbia wiih 
opened yostordfty morning the chamber 
of the Legislfttive Asaor^yy under tlio 
moat satisfactory auspi' j^s. The mooting 
was held under the p rovLsionB of tlio Act 
respecting the urjiygjaity^ whicli says 
that within a nior^th of the cloaing of the 
register of nieirjbers of convocation "the 
provincial serjetary shall call a meeting 
of convocatjon by notice in writnig sent 
to each member of the convocation, at 
which jiieotiiig the provincial seisretary' 
shall iiresido ; and the convocation so 
caD.ecl sliull cliooac tlireo of its inonibora 
t<i 1)8 its rui)ri;BcntiitivL'S on thu council of 
the university, who shall hold oilico for 
one year and until their successors nro 
apptunted, and the provinciiil secrotJiry 
shall, as soon as possible after the olec- 
^on by convocation as aforesaid, notify 
Wie chancellor of its election." 

Hon. John Kobson, in taking, the obair^

The chairman suggested the appointment 
of a secretary. It was better that the meet- 
ing should make the appointment ; that he 
should belong to the convocation and that 
the work should go on in the usual way. 

On motion, Mr. J. M. O'Brien, of Van- 
convar, was appointed secretary. 

HON. MR. ROBSON 

said that as he inulerstood the duties of the 
meeting, they were in a strict sense 
statutory ; and were purely and simply for 
the election of members of council. He had, 
he mit;ht say, noticed in the press a good 
deal of disparagement of the University 
act. Most of those present would be 
aware of the history and origin of the mea- 
sure, which was tlie outcome of a number 
of larger and smaller meetings lield in this 
city by persons who had been impressed 
with the necessity that existed for the 
taking of steps to cstal>lish a university in 
British Colundua. Tlie first result of these 
meetings had been that a largo and inllueii- 
tial deputation had called upon the Govern- 
ment to take up the bill which they 
had prepared at considerable trou- 
ble and expense. The cpiestiou then 
arose as to whether the bill was of a public 
. or private character. If private its passage 
would have involved the payment of a fee 
of $200 and a different mcthodof procedure. 
The Goverment agreed however that 
'it' should be taken up as a public 
'bill and thoy wouhl give it a 
general support, with the understanding 
that while they supported the bill as it had 
been prepared tliey assumed no respon- 
sibility for it. Under the circumstances 
the government did not see that they were 
justified in making any amendments and 
allowed the measure to pass much the same 
OS a private measure. He did not say this 
as in auy way an

which hud been passed upon the measure, 
with which he did not agree. If the critics 
had had to do with drafting the bill, the 
possibility was that it would have been 
much more defective than it was. It was 
due to the gentlemen who had prepared the 
bill to say that the country was indebted to 
them for the measure and the steps the.v 
bad taken to establish a university in Brit- 
ish Columbia. Instead of having been cas- 
tigated and aliusi il, tliose grntlenieii 
sliouUl have liad t.lie public thanks for 
having iirouglit tlir measure to the stale in 
which it now was. Of course no bill was 
perfect, but he was convinced that this bill 
would lie ample to establi.sh the university. 
Tlif) act coiilil easily be mailo more perfect 
hereafter. Tlierc was one matter to wliieli 
he wished to advert, 'i'liere had been a 
statement abr(;ad, in one section <i\ the 
province jiartieularly, that a fair opportu- 
nity had not been given to many people to 
sign the register of university graduates. 
As head of tlie ileparlnient, he could not 
plead guilty. 'Diougli no other duly 
lay on him than that of opening the 
register and keeping it open in his ollice, he 
went beyond that and caused an advertise- 
ment to be put in the papers so as to give 
full opportunity to all graduates all over 
the province to be registered. He trusted 
the meeting would bear with him if ho now 
alluded to what appeared to him to be the 
main breaker ahead in the launciiing of 
tins ship, and that was the sectional 
one, .Some might say that this was indis- 
ereet on his part. Some gentlemen here 
might or might not have come

and he would therefore be pardoiuid for 
what he said before the election of three of 
their number to the council of tho univer- 
sity. There were soirie who had said that 
the number of graduates on the mainland 
largely prcdonnnatod over those upon the 
island, and that therefore the university 
should bo established on the mainland. Ho 
was not going to discuss that question; but 
sight must not be lost of the taot that the 
supreme object was to secure the estab- 
lishment of a university for British Colum- 
bia. That was the jirimury object, and 
ought to bo the governmg principle of tho 
convocation, It was very true that there 



were comn ,n„ities which might be pardoned 
for acttin ^ f„^^^ ^^^^ ^j^j^, t^^j^ ^wn lo- 
canty ir ^ respeut. Nay, the sentiment 
was nc ^1 ^jj.y excusable, but was.^jto a cer- 
" extent a comni^nddble ambition, 
^° long as it was made, subservient 
. the I prime object— tho obtaining 
' *f a university for British Columbia. More- 
over, such feeling, within proper limits, was 
calculated to have the best effects, as giving 
a stimulating interest in the. object to_be 
attained. If, however, ttiese'-^sentinients 
were allowed to run on the lines of uncom- 
promisingly insisting on conflicting claims, 
and if tho bartpie were wrecked on< the coek 
of seclion^dism, tho enterprise would-' be 
thrown back for years. Lot members of 
convocation, he would urgu, bo

as well as to themselves. Let them advauce 
their own claims ; but let them subordinate 
them to the determination to have a univer- 
sity esfablislied that should not only be a 
credit to the province, but should meet its 
growing wants iu that respect. He felt — 
and his connection with the university 
ended with this statutory business— confi- 
dent that if other considerations were made 
subordinate, there would be established 
in an unusually short space of 
tipie , a university of which the 
Province of British Columbia might be 
proud. Not only would the achiovement 
be a feather in their cap ; but it would be 
an event of great and potent influence in 
favor of British Columbia and the educa- 
tion of its people. The gentlemen present 
who represented the highest education and 
the learned professions, had given consider- 
able time and trouble to the launching of 
this university boat, and he prayed C4od 
that they might be kept from sectionalism 
and solt-seeking, might prove loyal to the 
province and successfully establish an in- 
stitution which would tell so much on the 
provincial education of the future. He 
wished to say, in answer to a question 
which had been put to liini and had 

(■RK.\TK1) SUltl'KISf. IN HIS MI.S'U 
that in any appointments made liy the 
(.icjvernnient they would bi; guided as far as 
possible by the lines wliieh lie had indicated 
anil, apart from sectional considerations, 
the appointments would be representative 
of the difl'erent sections as much as possible. 
He was confident that all present would be 
governed by a feeling of that kind, and would 
not be led away by the suspicion thai the 
government would do anything unfair to 
any part of the province. He would now 
call for the nomination of three gentlenien 
lo represent this convocation in the Council 
of the University. He would rocomniend 
that the election be by ballot and that two 
tellers bo appointed. If any gentleman de- 
sired to speak, it was now in order for him 
to do so. 

K£V. D. FRASEK 

agreed with the remarks of tho chairman. 
It was necessary that there should be prac- 
tical unanimity. He liail for some tune 
lo(d;ed forward to this event and was glad 
to be connected with it. He believed it 
would be po.ssiblc to elect, without ditliculty, 
tliree genllemen in such a way that they 
should lie satisfactory to all parties. It 
would be well, he thought, to appoint a 
small nominating committee, who would re- 
tire and after a brief deliberation, bring in the 
names of three men whom they had selected 
as suitable representatives. He would ad- 
vise that tlie committee be chosen from the 
three large cities of the province. They 
would be supposed to know who would be 
most favorably received by their ■ own 
people, and, perhaps, bad been already 
spoken oL If the three names selected did 
not commend themselves to tho meeting those 
nominations could stand and other nomina- 
tions be made. It would be, in the highest 
degree, desirable that it should go forth to 
the province that the decisions arrived at 
had been harmonious and unanimous. He 
had reason to think that the course which 
he proposed would be the means of attain- 
ing tliat end. 

The motion having been seconded,

observ. d that he had taken somewhat of a 
leadin;,' part in connection with the Univer- 
sity bill. one of the graduates from the 
mainland, who had been the lirst to regis- 
ter, he would say that all were animated by 
the desire to make the ellbrt a success. 
The University of IJritish Columbia was 
here being constituted, and it was the 
heartfelt ilesire of every one from the niaiii- 
laiul lo do his best to suceessfuUy carry out 
the scheme. He did not think that it was 
(juite fair to visit on the graduates from the 
maiidand all that had appeared in the pa- 
pers. In a country hke this it was but 
natural that individuals should take a 
keener interest in their own locality than 
elsewhere. He did not, however, think 
that anything which had been said or done 
deserved the rather severe criticisms which 
had fallen from the chair. He fully recog- 
nized that this was to be the University of 
British Columbia, and not of either the is- 
land or the mainland. He therefore trusted 
that a decision would not only be arrived at 
without rivalry or ill-feeling, but with the 
utmost harmony. He was not certain that 
the proposition laid before the meeting was 
wise. Sometimes, when work was 
delegated to committees, it wbs not 
well done: and then there was a feeling that 
a iiu-etiiii.' must not too severely criticize 
liie work of a eommilt'.,-c appjinted by it- 
sell.

Dr, Langis, (Vancouver), said tho 
members liad attended convocation of 
their own free will, and ho did not see 
why they sliould leave to three 
ineinbers tiie task of doing their 
work. It was, no doubt, best 
to have the vote taken by ballot ; but 
thoy had not coine lieie to have all tlieir 
business done by three repreacutJitives. 
Thuy had assembled for a public purpose, 
and he trusted all would exeroiee their 
own discretion.

. Tho open drains, tho unemptied cess- 
pits, the filth-soaked soil of many places 
are producinc; their natural effects. There 
are many oases of typhoid fever in the 
city. The male wards of the Jubilee Hos- 
pital are full, and tlio iiianat^ers eonteiii- 
plato refu;*iii;_;:ulni;tl;iiico t(j men patients, 
as they have nowlieve to j)tit tlieni. Diph- 
theria has tntule itH appearance, tuul there 
is a ijre.iL deal more sickness generally in 
the city tiian tliero ought to be. If the 
promisea arouttd many dwellings vearo 
closely exan'iued the origin of the various 
Tile stenches that almost sicken the 
pedestrian as he takes his walks abroad 
-would be no mystery at all. Neither 
would the prevaieiiCd of sickness. The 
warm weather, which is a blessing, and 
ought to be a source of enjoyment, causes 
tho hotbeds of disease, which aro allowed 
to remain in almost every part of the 
city, to bo more deadly. It is not j)leas-

Tho li'nitud States fSoveriiment has no 
longer more money than it knows what 
to do with. Tho jirospect, is that it will 
have, before very long, to liiid the ways 
and naeans to meet a heavy deficit. A 
horde of lax-eabers has arisen in the 
United States almost as suddenly as 
Roderick Dhu's Highlanders on the hill- 
side. Thoy are not warriors, grim and 
stern, equipped for battle, but warriors 
who are lame, and halt and blind, and 
sick and infirm, with their aunts and sis- 
ters .-uid emiains and other rehUions. 
They are, in sliort, the nol)le ;ii my of 
[lensionei's. l']\ ery one who can by any 
possibility 1 nim|> up a claim for services 
done by liimseli nv herself or any able- 
bodied relative puts in a chiim for ii pen- 
sion, and it would appear that vory few, 
indeed, of these claims are rejected. Tho 
sum appropriated for pensions has been 
every year increasing, until this year it 
has reached the eiioriiiou-i sum of .8100,- 
000,000. lUit tliis is iiotall. A Depend- 
ent I'eiisioiis Act was recently pa.ssed 
wiiicli will add thirty ur fcjrty millions 
more to lliis sum. The pensioners, 
it is said, do not got tho 
^vhole of this money. The generous 
souls who make it their business 
to see that all who have claims on tho 
bounty and the gratitude of the republic 
get their due must be paid. It cannot be 
exiiecbed that thoy shoiild work for no- 
thing. Those who know how they do their 
work and what they get for it, dcclnio 
that fully oiie-(|uarter of the nionej' grant- 
ed by Congress as peirsioiis finds it.s way 
into the pockets of the iiciision iigeiits. It 
follows, as a matter of course, that some 
of these agents are getting rich. One of 
them, who, by the way, ia an editor— tho 
man who runs the organ of the pension- 
ers, the National Tribune — gets, it is 
stated, two thousand dollars a day in 
foes, and yet he is. not satisfied. He 
wants more clients, which means an addi- 
tion to tho host which is picking Undo 
Sam's pockets. This ifi how he oncour- 
agea tho needy and the greedy to miiko 
new raids on the I'liited Slates Treasury :

It Attacks Salmon Fisliors .ind I'oistmH Tliuir 
Blood. 

,S.^N l-'ii,\Ne'isrii, .Aug. 24. — Among the 
arrivals from .Alaska, recently is a fisherman 
who has been employed for some months at 
Bristol bay. A number of canneries are 
located along the river and about 21)0 tisher- 
mon are engaged in salmon (ishiiig there. 
The fish are caught in large nets, from 
which they are renioved by hand. Lately, 
after this work many men have been at 
tacked in the band and arm by blood poi- 
soning. The hand and arm iucreascd lo a 
horrible size and took on a leaden !iue. 
Then the aw-elling eommeiiceil to subside, 
when running sores broke through the skin 
and ill cITect the arm was more tliiin lialf- 
])aralyzed. The swelling w-ns aecompaiiied by 
dull pains in the bead with falling away 
of strength .ind eiini|j|i^te exliauslinn. Tlin 
suflferers iniilliplied i'a|iidly until nearly one 
half of the fisheriiiiii weie down. No 
deaths resulted to the know-ledge of the 
narrator, but no complete cures were elfcet- 
ed. When the swelling subsided, the sorea 
continued in a more or leas active state. 

The troulile created a panic among the 
fishers and they coiiimenced to forsake their 
work. There was no doctor nearer than 
Ounalaaka, and bandngea and poultices 
helped little lo ease the pains of the 
sufl'erers. The case is a novel one in 
medical science. In handling salmon it 
very often happens that the hard sharp fins 
and scales slightly puncture the skin. It 
has never been known before, however, 
thu; blood poiaoiiiug of the strange kind 
described has resulted. 



LIFE'S SHADOWS AKK PAST 

For Hon. Thomaiil ■BfiilI^Hompbrey», Whose 
Death Occurred Yegtordoy. 

Flags ilying at hulf-mast in the bright 
uunshiue yesterday told of the presence of 
death. Indeed Death has been very busy, 
these last few days in Yiotork,but although 
each one removed is a loss felt in the com- 
munity, the absence of one is particularly 
noticeable. The Hon. Tlioinaa Basil Huinp- 
lireya has been a proniiiieut figure iu British 
Columbia history for over thirty years. 
Few public events have occurred iu which 
lie has iiofc taken a leading part. Ho came 
originally from Liverpool, ling., where he 
was born iu 18-10. Early in life ho became 
a. iiiidshipiiuin in the India service, then at 
its zenith. An interesting incident in tho 
life of the late Mr. Humphreys may bo 
mentioned. Aa a cadet in the Hon. East 
India company's service he was, tlien a boy, 
designateil to receive, on behalf of Her Ma- 
jesty, the celebrated Kohi-i-nooi (Mountain 
of Light) diamond. The jewel was at that 
time, 18 li), supposed not to have been seen 
by any Christian eye, although it had been 
aliow-n to Taveriiier, the French traveller, 
in Kili.'j ; it was afterw-ards, in 1850, [ire- 
scnted to the (,hieen. Mr. irniii]ilireys had 
lo receive the, from Indian view, sacred 
diamond, on bended knee, iu the court of 
Dhuleei) Singh, the Lion of the Punjab. 

He .some years afterw-ards came to Cali- 
fornia where he mined for sometime with 
varying success till in 1 .S,-)S he moved into 
British Cailumbia with a party of others, 
.Inly 21), ISoS, iiiiiiked his entry lieie, Lil- 
looet w-iis chosen aa the new lit-ld of laboi- 
and here be eiigiigeil in ipiai lz and placer 
ruining. He made a good deal of money, 
but like all miners he valutd bis riches 
lightly und they w-eut easily. Iiii-idcii'ts of 
his personal courage are by no iiieaiis lew or 
bir between. The troublous times din ing 
which he w-as Crown eonslalik' had no ter- 
rors for liim. The country was infested 
w ith bandits and outlaws from (Jidifornia to 
such an extent that one's life was not safe 
for .-I moment. Miners were shot at as 
though they wci'O but game, and murders 
and robberies were occurrences of many 
times daily. Still Mr. Humphreys became 
the terror of the country and made his 
name feared among the robbers. He never 
flinched, and he was us quick and sure with 
the pistol (18 the cleverest among the 
thieves. His life was in constant danger, 
but it was cither charmed, or else ho was 
too clever for those seeking it. On one oc- 
casion he was barricaded in a cabin and was 
besieged by eight rulBans who fired freely at 
him, but ho coolly and judiciously returned 
the tire and finally secured two 
of the gang, and, single-handed, 
brought them down to Victoria lo be tried 
'ind luinisbed. For this he earned the spe- 
cial and publicly expressed thanks of the ^ 
cniirl, Sir Matthew (then .Mr.) liegbie say- i 
ing that .Mr. Humphreys had dune a highly i 
commendable act. 'J'his and many other 
instances are still fresh in the memory of ' 
old-timers, who can tell to-day how, by per- I 
sistent energy und dogged determination, | 
.Mr. Huin|)lu-eysw-eededoutthoue3tof thieves 
and murderers that infested this Province [ 
in t he early days. 1 

.'\ n'.itiiral born politician, he soon drifted 
into public life, where he had not long to 
wait for success to come to his net. He 
was nat iirally magnetic and possessed that 
other golden key of the political treasure 
chest, a pleasing presence and imprcssivo, j 
winning voice. Lillooct elected him as its 
member in ISOs, when oHicialism and i 
beaureaucracy reigned supreme.

upon him the title of " honorable " fur life. | 
In the first parliament after confederation, 
Mr. Humphreys was again a candidate for i 
Lillooet, and was elected. During the term | 
from 18'72 to 1875 his oolleHgue, Mr. A. T. 
Jamieson, died, and was succeeded by Mr. j 
Wm. Saul. Messrs. Humplireya and Saul 
disagreeing on some local question, they 
mutually agreed to resign and submit the 
dispute to the electors. Mr. Saul was not 
returned. At the general election of 1875 
Mr. Humplireya and the late Dr. Tolmie 
were elected for Victoria district, and from 
February to ,luly of the following year Mr. 
Humphreys was Minister of Finance in the 
Fdliott government. .Suliseipiently, in 
1878, tlie House was disaolved on account 
of a ilead-lock, tuid .Mr. Humphreys 
W:is re-elected for Victoria district, 
his colleague being Mr. J. T, Mc- 
.Mclllmoyl. The l'"dliott ( lovernnient, how- 
ever w-as defeated, and Mr. (now Hon, 
.lustice) Walkeiii, w-iis called u])oii lo form a 
ministry. .Mr. Humphreys joined the 
Walkem ( iovcrimieiit as I'l ovincial Secre- 
tary which [losition he hidd until .-Vugust, 
ISS2, wlicn, at the gencr.-il election of that 
year he was defcatcil. A vacancy oci-iii-ring 
III the repreaentatiou of ^'ale, liy the death 
of Mr. Bennett, (IS82), .Mr. Hmiiphreys 
became a candidate in that district, being 
opposed and defeated by .\li-. .Martin. He 
was again defeated in ISSli in Victoria 
District, and was an unsuccef sfid candidate 
at the general election for the House of 
Conmioiis in ISS7. In .-Xugiiat of that year 
Mr. .1. H. Turner having aeceiited the 
portfolio of finance, Mr. llumpliroys con- 
tested the seat with him but was again 
defeated. For the third time in the same 
year Mr. Humphreys was a caudiiialc, this 
time for the local house, and for Comox, 
where a vacancy hud been caused by the . 
resignation of Mr. A. M. Stcnbnuse. Hero | 
he was successful, defeating .Mr. Dingwall, i 
a former member, Mr. Humph l eys sat for 
Comox until the dissolution in I8!)0. ' 

For the past two years his health has 
been failing, limiting his ability for public 
life, ami in the last session preventing his 
attendance at parliament altogether. 
Death was expected, but when it comes it I 
is always a severe blow. It was so in this 
case ; nothing can he said that is not 
worthy of him, Oeiierous, whole hearted I 
and sympathetic; a friend, publicly and 
jirivately, w-lio could ahvaya be relied iiiion ; | 
honest, pei hiqis, too honest in his own inter- 
est, Thomas Basil lliiinjihi eys w-ill ever re- 
lain a firm hold iu the affection .mil memory 
of the public of British Coliiuibia.
